The New Orleans exposition 1s a sort 
of centennial celebration of the beginning 
of the cotton industry in this country, as 
the first cotton was exported in 1784, 


port trade that has made American cot- 
ton an important factor in the industry 
of the world. The year 1884 also marks 
the hundredth anniversary of the peace 
that closed the revolutionary war, and it 
was thought fitting that the occasion 
should be made memorable by the expo- 
sition of the arts of peace. It was also 
considered that the South had been the 
arena of the most temarkable industrial 
oe gow of this decade, and was, there- 
ore, the proper center for such a cele- 
bration. 

The eoming exposition 1» called tav 
World's Industrial and Cotton Centen- 
nial exposition, and it is to be held under 
the auspices of the United States and 
the National Cotton Planters’ association. 
On April 24, 1883, the executive com- 
mittee selected New Orleans as the site 
for the exposition. Congress approved 
the charter constituting a board of thir- 
teen member:, eight of whom are ap- 
pointed by the President, and seven oa 
the recommendation of the association 
and subscribers. 

Under the act the commissioners of the 
exposition had the authority to invite 
foreign gevernments to participate in the 
exposition. In order to make provision 
fur the guests thus invited, an act of 
Congress was pa sed loaning a million of 
dollars to the enterprise, on the same 
plan that proved successful with the Cen- 
tennial exposition at Philadelphia. 
Louisiana and New Orleans raised $700, - 
000 by State and city appropriations and 
private effort, and from various sources 
funds amounting to about $1,500,000 
more were raised to help on the enter- 
prise. 

Then the plan was enlarged a little, 
and the Federal government decided to 
ask foreigners to bring exhibits relating 
to the departmental workings of their 

overnments as a coniribution to. the 

nowledge of the science of govern- 
ment. To carry out this idea a supple 
mentary appropriation of $300,000 was 
made by Congress, and a board of offi- 
cers was appointed by the President. 

- When the enterprise was started, one 
of the most active promoters was Senor 
Diaz, now president of Mexico. Presi- 
dent Diaz has not lost interest in the ex- 
hibition, aud promises continued co- 
operation. Already the Mexican gov- 
ernment has appropriated $200,000 for 
its share in the great show. The Latin 
countries of Central America will also be 
duly represented at the exposition, Al- 
though, on account of the use of the 
term Southern Exposition, many have 
supposed that it will be solely an exhibi- 
tion of Southern products and things 
having some relation to them, the fact is 
it will be an international exhibition on 
a larger scale than any heretofore at- 
tempted anywhere. 

The grounds cover 250 acres. The 
main building is the largest ever built 
for such a purpose. The government 
building measures 884 by 56) feet, and 
is itself larger than either of the two 
Paris exposition buildings, and larger 
than the Vienna exposition building. 
There will be an immense horticultural 
hall, art galleries, and other buildings 
such as naturally cluster around a great 
exposition. The intention is to provide 
room for all exhibitors who have any- 
thing to show that is worth seeing, The 
exhibits are to be catalogued in nine 
groups with about 1,000 classifications, 
The primary object of the ex position is to 
educate the people, and this will be kept 
constantly in view. The president of 
the exposition is Edmund Richardson, 
of Mississippi, the largest cotton planter 
in the world. The director-general is 
Major E. A. Burke, of New Orleans, 
There is an office in New York, in the 
Stewart building,at Chambers strect and 
Broadway, and another office in Chicago. 
Then there is a commissioner in every 
State with $5,000 to spend in the inter- 
est of the exposition. There are also 
fourteen men Europe givin 
information about the exposition an 
getting exhibitors. 

The exhibition will be opened promptly 
on December 4. Already a fleet of steam- 
boats is being prepared on the Missis 
sippi to take visitors to the show. There 
are ten lines of steamers connecting New 
Orleans with New York, Then there are 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
the Queen and Crescent railroad, the Ll- 
linois Central, the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas, and the new system 
of Mexican roads ready to carry visitors 
from ali directions to the exposition,and 
the prospect is that even in the number 
of its visitors the Southern exposition 
will rival the exhibition at Philadelphia.

wretched. Certain sections of the me- 
tropolis are occupied almost exclusively 
by huge warehouses which stand solitary 
in their stupendous proportions, their 
iron doors barred, their iron windows 
close shut and locked, and 4 silence, so 
oppressive that it cdn almiost be felt 
reigns from early in the evenitig until 
stirring hour the next morning. These 


are also silent as the tomb at night, are 
guarded by watchmen or janitors, well 
paid, honest men who, with their fami- 
lies, Decupy the upper portions of the 
buildings. These families are what may 
be called the palatial roof sleepers. They 
may be seen in the early evening, and 
indeed far into the middle of the night, 
sitting comfortably in chairs on the vast 
tin covered roofs of these magnificent 
architectural successes, smoking, drink- 
ing beer, chatting with friends and 
neighbors, chaffing their neighbors on 
adjacent roofs, the children playing about 
in neglige costume, while on the very 
hettest of hot nights a healthful,invigor- 
ating, delightful breeze fans their fevered 
brows and cools their heated blood. Ex- 
temporaneous beds ate prepared there—4 
simple mattress, with covering; some- 
times nothing buta pillow, and often- 
times easily handled cots—but always in 


are more comfortable than those who 
own the building on the top of which 
‘hey sleep. 

The second class, the ‘‘comfortable,” 
are sO only by comparison. They are 
the occupants of houses divided into 
flats, where from five tu ten families oc- 
cupy one buitding. Persons living in 
flats are familiar with*the fact that while 
the occupant of the first floor has exclu- 
sive possession of the yard the roof is 
common property. Sometimes the roof 
is utilized for drying clothes, but the 
better grade of medium flats use pulley 
ropes, while the more expensive apart- 
ment houses have regular drying rooms 
attached to the laundry. It is obvious 
that eight or ten families, averaging five 
pegs in a family, could very easily 

ick up a gay and festive disturbance on 
a roof when every member of each family 
is disgruntled, uncomfortable, uneasy 
and in torments for want of sleep, so 
that rare dip'omacy and perfect good 
feeling are essentials to this comfortable 
class of roof sleepers. Oftentimes in one 
of these flat houses there will be fami- 
lies who could not be persuaded to go 
upon the roof under any circumstances, 
but there tens of thousands of people 
living in that style of house—the house 
not being originally intended for flats— 
who make common cause each with the 
other and divide the roof equitably, so 
that all can be ammematively comfort- 
able. The police regard it as one of the 
marvels of life that even in this class of 
perfectly reputable and well meaning 
citizens so few accidents occur by reason 
of night exposure. Atall events there 
they are, each roof having from twenty 
to thirty of the forty or fifty people in 
the house sleeping there night after 
night, with the full moon shining as 
their light. 

But the most interesting class, the 
most complicated, are the third—the 
wretrhed class of roof sleepers. These 
pe ple occupy the lowest grade of tene- 
ment houses, where’ not only scores but 
hundreds are huddled together as shee

Suddenly, when you 
have passed the crest of a hill, you look 
down toward the valley that seems a mile 
away. You imagine that rockets are 
being fired high into the sky by some 
tinknown friends. They seem to be shot 
up one after the other with great regu- 
larity, and you can imagine for the 
moment that a company of Cossacks has 
beeh sent in advance to point out your 
resting Or camping place. But this is an 
illusion. The valley is not a hundred 
yards away, and the rockets are nothing 
more than the sparks from the blazing 
hearth of a Yakut yourte. A welcome 
sight, nevertheless, and you are glad to 
escape from the cold night frost, and to 
warm yourself at the blazing fire. The 
accommodations offered by the Yakuts 
are not Yery gratid, but the people share 
with you all they have,and I would quite 
as soon sleep inside the hut of a Yakut 
or a Tonguse as in the fetid atmosphere 
and on the uncleanly lounges of a Russian 
post house on the Siberian post road. 
The Yakut is at least kindly and respect- 
ful, which cannot alwtys-be said of the 
Russian post station keeper. 

Outside the Yakut youret looks a 
very insignificant affair. It is very low, 
covered with a layer of mud and in win- 
ter of snow, and has slabs of ice prop- 
ped up from the outside for windows, 
and a doorway just large enough for a 
cow to squeeze through, and much too 
low for aman. Enter the hut and you 
feel the grateful warmth of the blazing 
logs piled upon the raised hearth, and 
feel at once well disy®sed to the inhabi- | 
tants, whoeverthey may be. Once inside 
and you see that the yourte is built of 
stems of larch trees, the sides sloping up- | 
ward toward the roof, which latter is 
riso made of larch stems laid side by side 
and tes EY by pillars rising from the 
floor. In the centre of the yourte is the 
huge raised hearth, slender stems of 
trees plastered with mud forming the 
smoke conductorwr chimney. The logs 
for the fire are placed in an upright po- 
sition, so that they burn quickly and 
throw out a comfortable warmth around 
the room, which may be fifteen to twen- | 
ty yards square; close beneath the slop- 
ing sides are built rude benches, divided | 
off into compartments, each about six 
feet long.

A Quaint Old House. 


The most remarkable and interesting 
private residence in America, says a letter 
to the Chicago IJnter-Ocean, is that of 
Major Ben: Perley Poore,the veteran au- 
thor, raconteur and correspondent, at 
Indian Hill, four miles from this place. 
There are few ancestral or historic houses 
in the new world, and scarcely any, be- 


side Mount Vernon and the Hermtitage of | 


Atidrew Jackson, that are familiar to the 
people, where an attempt has been made 
to preserve the frame in which the do 
mestic picture was once embraced, or re 
tain the relics of past customs and mari 
ners, which often change, and are soon 
forgotten. 

Around Major Poore’s country home 
cluster not only the family traditions, 
which are as precidus to him as they a « 
romantic to others, but he has pre 
served in permanent and vivid form 
a picture of home-life as it was in the 
colonies more than two hundred years 
ago. 

The family mansion itself, in quaint- 
ness and antiquity, has no rival in the 
United States. It had commenced to 
crumbie before the declaration of inde- 
pendence was framed, and four genera- 
tions had been born, lived and died 
under its roof before the gallant Dr. 
Poore strapped his medicine bags and 
case of surgical instruments oe the 
old mare’s saddle and rode down to 
Bost n to dress the wounds of the heroic 
rebels who fell at Bunker Hill. 

It was away back in 1600 and some- 
thing early, that a certain map by the 
naine of Poore, a recent refugee from 
political persecution, came over to New 
England and engaged in driving a team, 
half stage and half express wagon, be- 
tween the colonies below Boston aud 
those on the Piscataqua river, where 
Portsmouth now atands. 
were frequent and troublesome then, and 
they attacked Mr. Teamster Poore, killed 
his oxen and burned up his cart. 

As wa indemarty-for the vielstioa of 
the rights of common carriers, even in 
those early days the Indians were com. 
pelled to grant Mr. Poore a Certant tract 
of land on the Merrimac river, and with- 
in sight of the sea, known as Indian 
hill. It was the highest point uf land 
along the coast, and was famous as the 
rendezvous for Massachusetts tribes, 
whose signal fires, when blazing there, 
lit up the whole sky from the White 
mountains to that tip end of the Yankee 
land known as Cape Cod.

SECRETARY FOLGER. 
Unexpectedly at His 
Home in Geneva, 


Sudden Close of a Long IlIness~-- 


Sketch of His Life. 


Particu!ars of the sudden death of Secretary 
Folger at his home in Geneva, N. Y., are 
given in dispatches from that place as fol. 


| lows: Secretary Folger die: at his home here 
di. | 8t 455 o'clock Pp. M. His death was so sud- 


den that there was not time to summon his 
children, and neither of them was 
bere. The only persons present were Mrs. 
Hart, of Auburn, his deceased wife's sister; 
Drs. Knapp and Law, associates of his family 
physican, Dr. A. B. Smith. and his colored 
xrvant James. Dr. Smith and Captain J, 
S. Lewis had left him cniy a short time be 
fore his death, Dr. Henry Fuster, of the 
Clifton Springs sanitarium, who had been here 
two or three times as consulting physician, 
arrived on the 4:45 trainand was conveyed to 
the Folger mansion by Dr. Smith. Mrs. Ernst, 


of Buffalo, the relary’s sister, arrived by 
the same train. Just as thes: three entered 
the room the secretary breathed his last 
and all was over. Secretary Folger’s two 


daughters were in the Adirondacks, 
the elder being in very feeble health. 
His son, Captain Charlies W. Folger, 


was at Alexandria, Va. All had been writ- 
ten to tocome to Geneva. The telegraph was 
not resorted to as so sudden a termi- 
nation of the father’s malady was not ap- 

rehended. The secretary returned to Geneva 
for the last time Wednesday evening, the 
Wth ut. He called his family physician next 
morning. 

The doctor gives the following diagnosis of 
the case: Great fecbleness of the heart's ac- 
tion; congestion of the middle lobe of the 
right lung and capillary congestion of the 
bronchial tubes; torpor of the liver; albu- 
minous discharge, showing a diseass of the 
kidneys. ‘The doctor was informed that the 
secretary had had hemorrhage of the lungs 
three times of late before his return home— 
the first while out yachting with friends at 
New York, on which occasion he discharged 
about a pint of blood. 

Secretary Folger rode out daily until and 
including the 20th ult., since which time he 
kept his room, but did not wholly abandon 
official work. He continued to answer im- 
erhaene, letters and telegrams up to the day 

fore his death and seemed reluctant to give 
up. Yet he was by no means unconscious of 
his critical condition and intrusted to his 
personal friend, Captain Lewis, final mes- 
sages to his children and other directions of a 
confidentia! nature. 

News of his death went like wildfire 
through Geneva, and before 6 P. M. hosts of 
buildings were draped in mourning and the 
flags about the village were at half-mast. 
Hundieds of telegrams poured in to the be- 
reaved relatives from all parts of the country. 
Among the first to telegraph was President 
Arthur. Every member of the cabinet alse 
sent words of condolence. 


Charles James Folger was born on A 
16, 1815, at Nantucket, Mass. He had lived 
at Geneva since he was fourteen years old. 
He was graduated at Hobart college in 1836 
with the highest honors of his a He 
studied law, was admitted to the bar in 1839 
was a justice of A rg in Geneva, and 
was appointed in 1544 a judge of the court 
of common pleas in Ontario county. He 
was _— county judge of Ontario cofinty 
in 1851. 

He began his political life as a Silas Wright 
Democrat. In 1861 he was elected to the 
State Senate as a Republican, and served 
eight years, being one of the recognized 
leaders of the paity. In the constitutional 
convention of 1567 he served on the judiciary 
committee. He was a pronounced antago- 
nist of Gvernor Fenton. In the bitter fight 
in the jegislature of 1868 between Vanderbilt 
anu Gouid he opposed the efforts of the New 
York Central road tu get control of the Erie 
railroad. 

He denounced Tweed and did 
his Lest to defeat the Tw measure in tiic 
legislature. He was a warm friend of Sena- 
tor Conkling, through whose influence he was 
appointed by President Grant in 1869 to the 
office of United States treasurer in the city of 
New York. At the endof the year Le was 
elected an associate judge of the New York 
court of appeals,and, upon the death of Chief 
Judge Church, in 1880, was designated b 
Governor Cornell to act as chief judge. He 
was re-elected for the term of fourteen years 
by a majority of 45,568, resigning in October, 
1881, to take the post of secretary of the treas- 


ury. 

Mr. Folger’s signal defeat as a candidate 
for governor of New York is fresh in the 
minds of the people, but it was accom panied 
~ | many assurances to him that the failure 
of his party to vote fir him was not in- 
tendet as a condemnaiion of his personal 
character or of his action asa public man. 
Physically, he was a large, rob@st man, and 
few men have accom p ished more work than 
has been the result of his busy life. He had 
a substantial but unpretentious house in 
Geneva, overlooking the lake, over which one 
of his daughters presided. He was a wid- 
ower, his Wife having die several years ago. 
He leaves three children, one som and two 
daugh'ers, allof whom are grownup. Mr. 
Folger’s eyes began to fail several years ago, 
and at times be has suffered much with them

Whole villages may thus 
be depopulated at the approach of a 
single white man. The converted 
Karens are now sending missionaries 
out among their fellow tribes on the 
mountains. .They seem to bear some 
such relationship to the Burmese as 
the American Indians do to us at home. 
They are a suljugated aboriginal race, 
no doubt. When the missionaries 
found them they had no _ written 
language <nd no religion, although 
they cherished a good many religious 
traditions that were extraordinarily 
akin to the Scriptural history of 
Christianity with phenomenal readi- 
ness. Although this mission is ten 
years younger than that among the 
Burmese, they have 24,000 communi- 
cants as against 2000 Burmese. This, 
too, in spite of the fact that there are 


millions of Burmege and only from 
300,000 to 400,000 Karens.
